Claims 



Claims 1-17 and 20 are canceled. Claims 18 and 19 are amended. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 18 and 19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 8, prior art of record did not disclose, alone or in combination, the 
eye shade apparatus as claimed, wherein said apparatus comprises four electro-optic 
lenses which comprises two side lenses and two forward lenses, and four 
photosensitive regions, one for each of said four electro-optic lenses . The closest 
reference is Hoyt, but Hoyt does not disclose the claimed recitations. 

As to claim 19, prior art of record did not disclose, alone or in combination, the 
eye shade apparatus as claimed, further including a programmable processor to 
determine said nonuniform light transmission from responses of said photosensitive 
regions . The closest reference is Hoyt, but Hoyt does not disclose the claimed 
recitations.
